hours one morping. The railway 
bridge over the river Ouse on the 
London and Norwich main Una near 
Ely was completely removed and a 
new wrought-iron bridge of one 
span, of some 300 tona of dead 
weight and 1.30 feet long, erected ia 
its plaoa. The night was extremely 
dark and the work was rendered 
somewhat dlfflcult by the prevailing 
high wind and heavy gusts of rain. 
About 1:30 a. m. operations were 
begun by removing the rail* and 
upper oroos- timbers. Half an hour 
later the first of the iron girders, 
'which numbered 20 in all and 
weighed about six tona each, was 
lifted out by powerful steam crane* 
and shunted on to trucks. The 
work was completed by 7:80 a. ro. 
Preparatloiu were now made for 
placing the new bridge, which had 
been previously erected on staging 
alongside the old bridge, Into posi- 
tion. This was eflectad by slowly 
hauling the entire structure by 
means of powerful winches fixed on 
both river bauks. The bridge Itself 
rested on trolleys running on rails 
laid along tbs abutments. The next 
business was to relieve the trolleya 
of their 300 tons of dead weight and 
to lower the bridge, by powerful 
hydraulic Jacks on to Its permanent 
supports. This done, rails were 
laid, the permanent way was made 
good, and the main line oonneotlon 1 
completely restored, with a delM to 
only one train of the ordinary Sun- 
day servioe. —London TioMe.

But the people who 
paid most attention tn the ground- 
hog knew little of almanacs and less 
ol scientific calendaia.

It la the 
day in which Ihe younger sort tend 
one another littla mysteries ot their 
love and name them valentines, 
which is bnt a sad popiih enstom 
and not tending withol togodlincaa.’*

Account of Rscsnt Trial of Military 

Maneuvers in Austria. 

The Austrian fortress maueuvera 
ot Prxemysl in Guilcla were of an 
exceedingly realiatio character, fully 
charged field ammunition being em 
ployed. The works of dofense and 
attack were commenced on Septem- 
ber 11 in the emperor'a presence. 
The work was piwh^ on during the 
night, in spite of heavy rain, and 
the boelegera suoceaafuUy repulsed 
o sortie. Notwithstanding these 
obstacles, the construction of bat- 
teries was completed early on the 
Pith, with the guns in position and 
ready (or opening fire. The assail- 
ants then evacuated their works, 
and the defense opened a real Are oa 
the works ereot^ At noon the 
signal to "cease fire” was given, and 
it was found that the fire of the de- 
fense had been very effective. Dur- 
ing its progress, nmreover, the ef- 
fects were observed from a balloon. 
A further bombardment of the 
works of the assoUanta in the pres- 
ence of the emperor waa put a atop 
to by pouring rain. 

The next day, Sunday, was a day 
of rest, and on the 14th the em- 
peror wltneeaed a bombardment by 
the besiegers with live shell of a 
'pennanent (ortiflcatlon, in front of 
which were advanced batteries and 
entrenchments. After the. signal 
“cease fire" was given, at ooun an 
in-.4ieotion demonstrated the ter- 
rible olTecta of modern artillery on 
(ui tifloations. At night, as soon as 
it wha dark, the assailants prooeed- 
eil to execute works of approach. 
Si'-rerol Infantry engagementa took 
]ilaoe, and varloiia prooesaea of illu- 
mination were experimented with. 
Early next morning the works of 
tile boslegers were shelled by tbol 
defense, who used both their poal" 
tloii guns and their field pleoes. IW 
effects wore then oaoertalnad. Dur- 
ing the following night operations 
were continued on both sides, and in 
the morning, the hesingert having 
succeeded in deetruyiug the ad- 
vanced works of tha defense and 
siittnclng the Ore of the guns an- 
flludlag the foreground of ue work

accomplished on the uront r-ostern 
railway system during the early 
hours one morping. The railway 
bridge over the river Ouse on the 
London and Norwich mala line near 
Ely waa completely removed and a 
new wrought-iron bridge of one 
span, of some 3(10 tons of dead 
, weight and 130 feet long, erected in 
its place. The night was extremely 
dark and the work was rendered 
somewhat difficult by tha prevailing 
high wind and heavy gusts of rain. 
About 1:30 a. m. operations were 
' , begun by removing the rails and 
'upper oroas- timbers. Half an hour 
later the first of the iron girders, 
'which numbered 20 in all and 
weighed about six tons each, waa 
llft^ out by powerful steam cranes 
and sbunt^ on to trucks. The 
work was completed by 7;90 a. m. 
^Preparations were now mode for 
placing the new bridge, which had 
been previuusly erect^ on staging 
alongside the old bridge, into poal- 
tion. This was effectad by slowly 
hauling the entire structure by 
means of powerful winches fixed on 
both river banks. The bridge itself 
rested on troUeys running on rails 
laid along the sbutmenta. The next 
business was to relieve the trolleya 
I of their 300 tons of dead weight and 
to lower the bridge, by powerful 
hydraulic jocks on to Its permanent 
supports. This done, rails were 
laid, the permanent way waa made 
good, and the main line oonneotion 
completely restored, srith a delv to 
only one train o( the ordinary Sun- 
day service. —London Timet. , 

Profttsors' Salaries.
